Each year as Memorial Day comes 
again it brings new thoughts, new ap­ 
preciation of its significance and new 
aspirations for the future to all who 
enter into the spirit of its observance. 
Today it means 
very 
much more 
than it did but one year ago and as 
we review its history and see how it 
has grown in scope and increased in 
meaning we appreciate the more not 
only what it means now, but what it 
will mean in the years to come to the 
children and grandchildren and all fu­ 
ture generations of the men and wo­ 
men of today. 
Up to and until sometime following 
the civil w ar no day was set aside as 
one in which 
to 
pay 
tribute to the 
memory and deeds of the men who 
had lought and died for the republic, 
in spite of the fact that the nation had 
been engaged in three wars against 
foreign nations in addition to strug­ 
gles of less moment with the abori­ 
gines as white 
supremacy 
advanced 
step by step in its conquest of the new 
land to which 
it 
had 
come. 
The 
thought of such an observance seems 
never to have dawned upon the rest­ 
less, ambitious and self-sacrificing pio­ 
neers. 
To them to fight against those 
who would stand in the way of the 
goal upon which they had determined 
was all in the day’s work, and doubt­ 
less it never occurred to them that 
those who fell under the flag deserv­ 
ed more honor than those who laid 
them down to their last sleep full of 
years and accomplishments. 
The change came after the bloody 
struggle 
between 
the states when 
death had laid its blighting hand upon 
nearly every home in the land. 
Out 
of this common sorrow came the beau­ 
tiful thought of setting apart one day 
in the year in which to pay tribute to 
those who fell. 
Primarily it was es­ 
tablished for the men of that war and 
for those only who died in line of 
duty. 
Gradually it grew to include 
those of all the wars before and the 
tribute became one to all men of all 
wars who had gone into the great be­ 
yond, whether or not they perished 
upon the battle field. 
Some of us can 
remember the time when in the par­ 
ades the then young and vigorous vet­ 
erans of the civil war had with them 
those who followed the flag into Mexi­ 
co and even some who faced the shot 
and shell of the British in 1812. 
In 
those days those who wore the blue 
marched in their parades and those 
who wore the grey in theirs. 
As the 
years went by however it became a 
common thing in communities where 
lived survivors of both causes for them 
to join and in whole-hearted unity pay 
united tribute to their 
fallen 
com­ 
rades. 
And thus it is today. 
The entire nation joins in the sol­ 
emn duties of the day and side by side 
march the men of the north and the 
men of the south and with them their 
sons and grandsons, veterans as they 
are 
of 
the 
Spanish-American, the 
Philippine and the World War. 
And 
the graves that are marked and the 
memories that are honored and rever­ 
ed are, as it was following the civil 
war, of young men who made the su­ 


preme sacrifice 
in 
the 
heyday of 
youth with the promises of the future 
bright before them. 
None of those who shall he remem­ 
bered today have died in vain. Hard 
as it may he for stricken hearts to be­ 
lieve it, it is as true as truth that they 
are not dead, but live in the life of the 
nation that they gave their all to p r e - ! 
serve and protect and in the spirit of 
lreedom for all men that they made 
a living thing by service and sacrifice, j 
And they will live always so long as 
this nation lives and its men and wo­ 
men gather on this one day in the I 
year in holy remembrance.
